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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1, 4-6, 8-12 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art 
teaches frames as a unit of a transmission signal of nodes having data fields, an ID 
code field to indicate a priority code field, further indicating the priority order of 
transmission. Thus, the priority code aims at preventing collision of frames on the 
transmission path. 

However, the present invention is directed to a transmission frame and a 
telecommunications device having transmissions frames of a short message with data 
of different format stored in at least two data fields. Thus, the prior art fails to teach first 
ID code that identifies the makeup of the short message provided in the first data field 
and wherein the first ID code includes an indication about the number of data fields and 
about the data formats in the data fields and the size of the data field that includes at 
least two data fields with one data field-specific ID code and the content of the 
corresponding data field .
